The expected has happened. The 
Waukegan, Rockford and Elgin Trac- 
tion company is ih the hands^of a re- 
ceiver. This news 'caused no surprise 
among those of Waukegan's financiers 
who had watched thfe progress of the 
road during the past few years, the 
only wonder that has been in the minds 
of ^he majority of them is that the 
road maintained itself as long as it did. 
Some time way back in 1905 Robert 
Wynn of Waukegan, conceived the idea 
that a road running from Waukegan 
into the lake regions of the connty 
■would pay. He organized o company 
and started action. About that time 
John P. Walsh failed in business and 
later Attorney Trude of Chicago passed 
away. ^This made the finances of the 
company weak and J. K. Orvis -took 
the road over and forced the original 
men out of the company. Mr, Orvls 
changed the plans of the road some- 
whut 

The railroad was unique It carried 
Chicagoans from Palatine on- the Chi 
cago and Northwestern ^rallroad,^ to 
W/iucoridU, the heart of the summer 
^resort region of Lake county. Butter 
WU3 the principni.item of freight. In- 
cidentally there has never been an acci- 
dent oil the line.according to records. 

About four years ago a number of 
promoters decided that the lake region 
of Lake county would proaper If they 
had a railroad. At that time the lakes 
were accessible only by automobile or 
by the staj^'e coach. Manv people with- 
out auios prefi-rred to walk or stay 
away. 

^ It was determlnod that there should 
be iio capitalists Imck of th^^ railroiid. 
_^'and the proposition was putup;toihL- 
"farmers along the propospd route. 

Mass me^^ting.} were held In every 
hamlet and city, and the farmers re- 
sponded by installing arc lights in hen 
houses to double the output of eggs. 
In a few months tlu* farnu'rs and the 
owners of summer rf.mrts . had sub- 
. scribed S-IOO.OOO \yoVth of stock, and 
work wns started. 

A holiday wos declared when the 
lirst train made jts trip. The old stage 
coach was there, and started to race 
the train over the course only lo be dit- 
tanc'ed. It never was seen again on a 
highway. 

The land for the ijight oC way was a 
gift, and the only expense was the 
purchase of rolling stock and rails and 
the construction work. It was planned 
to operate steam engines first, then 
gasoline motor cars and fianlly— when 
Rockford, Elgin and Waukegan were 
penetrated— a third rail electric line. 

The petition for receiver, which was 
filed by Peter Knowe, a mason contrac- 
tor of Palatine, 111., through Rupert J. 
Barry, an'attotney, says disagreements 
■ between officers of the railroad have 
caused much^of the trouble. The suit 
is friendly in that It presents the 
fishes of a majority of the officers and 
stockholders.

The home of Mr. and Mrs. John Bro- 
gan was cast into a shadow of gloom 
on Friday moinlng of last week when 
their eldest child Marown a little lad of 
five years and eleven months was taken 
from them by that dread disease, diph- 
theria. 

A little over a week previous to his 
death itwas though adivsable to have his 
tonsils removed and at that time no 
signs of diphtheria were apparent. At 
first he seemed to be recovering from 
the operation very nicely, but later on 
Ve contracted a case of diphtheria and 
became much worse living but a few 
days longer. Not until after bis death 
did the real case became known* 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Brogan were stricken 
with the same disease and much con- 
cern was-felt about town-as' many per- 
sons hfld been m the Brogan home dur- 
ing the child's illness. 

The place was at once quarantined 
and the usual precautions^ere taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease and 
so far no new cases have developed not 
even the two younger children of the 
family having shown any symptoms as 
yet. The deceased was buried in Mt. 
Carmel cemetery on Saturday. The 
bereaved parents have the sympathy 
of all in their sorrow.

nrASHINQTON.— Undo Sam )b building a real Noah's Ark In tho" city of 
If Washington. True. It In never oxpoctoU to make a voyago. but It will 
bo located on tho banks of the Potomac, not far from the wator, ho that with 

.a little structural modincatlon tt might 
bo sot afloat In case of necessity. 

Tho ark will bo 90 feet long and 
36 foot wide — or "beam" — as navlga* 
tors would say. It will bo of .two 
Btorloa, or docks, and built expressly 
for tho accommodation of mlmalB, 
which win Include monkeys,' dogs, 
cats, mico, rats, rabbits, gulneapigs, 
horses, chickens, calves and goats. 

Tho affair will be In some re* 
spects very superior to Noah's cele- 
brated craft, inasmuch as tho plan^ 
require that It shall bo ratproof, vermlnproof, fireproof and excellently venti- 
lated and lighted. In short, it Is to bo as sanitary a structure aa possible. 
In order that the animals may be kept healthy and comfo/table. 

This government ark Is designed for scientific purposes. It '& to be built 
In obodlonco to an act of congress which became l^w August 13, 1913, and 
which requires tho public health service to "investigate the diseases of jjan.' 
Xho contract for Its construction has been lot for $20,8(J2. 

Tf the ark were called a sanitarium for beasts and birds, such a term 
■would not bo much amiss, Inasmuch as the Inmates are to be subjected there* 
la to hospital treatment. 

There Is to be no vh'Iaectlon on board tho ark— no operations of experi- 
mental surgery. Tho patients will be treated ns kindly and carefully as If 
they were humon. But only In some Instances will they suffer from diseases. 
In other cases (as with many gulneapigs and rabbits) they will bo used more- 
ly for testing tho potency and purity of antitoxins and vaccines sold In Inter* 
Btlito traOIc. 







Here Is a Jolt for the Old-Fashloned Farmer 

THE old-fashioned farmer who governed his planting by the movements of 
tho moon will receive a Jolt from a bulletin Just issued by tho department 
of agriculture declaring that neither the moon nor tho planets have the sllght- 
est effect on weather conditions, and, 
therefore, .cannot have any effect on 
planting. "Plant your com In the full 
J5f tho moon" — a rule regarded as lit- 
tle short of sacred In many rural com- 
munities, Is outlrely disproved, ac- 
. cording to the department's bulletin. 
-"All weather changes depend on 
temperature, differences," the bulletin 
says. ''The temperature, as we know, 
consUtutes of Itself a most Important 
feather factor. Another and equally 
"'imtJortant weather factor Is rainfall. 

But tooljtain rain It la' necessary flrst to evaporate water from the surface 
of the earth, and thl&, as everyone knows, requires boat, 

"Still another Important weather factor Is the direction and force of the 
wind, and this, too, requires heat, for the winds will not blow unless iho 
lemperaturo Is different at one place from what It Is at another any more 
than the air will draw up a chimney where there Is- no flro In it. 

"Since, then, tho heating of tho earth and Its atmosphere to different tem- 
perature Is tho real cause of tho winds and of all weather changes, it follows 
that tho moon and tho planets can affecf the weather only so far as they 
supply heat. 

"The amount of heat sent to the earth by all the planets and by the moon 
Is Insignincant In comparison to the amount that comes from tho sun. Henco, 
we could not expect the moon or the planets to appreciably affect the weather 
since thoy do not supply heat, the one thing that causes alJ our weather 
changes." 




Washington, Oct. 19.— President WIl 
son was confronted by two scrloua 
questions in connection with tho neu- 
trality of the United States. 

The first was In tho form of a pro- 
test presented by tho lirltlsh ambas- 
sador that the port of Manila. In tho 
Philippine Island, was being used aa 
a base for German warships operatinf 
In the Pacific ocean. 

The second arose through the action 
of the Marconi wireless station at 
Honolulu Id flashing to the United 
States and about the Pacific ocean tho 
fact of the arrival at that port of tho 
Gorman gunboat 'Deler. 

Tho British protest was supportea 
by Instances whore steamers havo 
loaded coal and other supplies at 
Manila, and while clearing fora.dea- 
Ignated port have merely touched at 
that port ami gone to an unknown port, 
where, they ^havo transferred Iheli* 
stores to German mcnof-war. 

In view of the British complaint. 
Secretary Garrison, who has charge of 
all Philippine matters, sent a long ca- 
blegram to Governor-General Harrison 
directing him to make a thorough In- 
vestigation. The governor-general also 
will Issue a warning against violation 
of neutrality and of the penalty of 
seizure which will follow its violation. 

With reference to the action of the 
Marconi station at Honolulu In giving 
publicity to the news of the arrlvarof 
tho Gelcr, a conference took placo at 
the Whlto House between tho presi- 
dent. Acting Secretary of State Lan- 
sing and Acting Secretary of tho 
Navy RooBovelt.. Thereupon Bear Ad- 
miral Moore, In command "of 'tho naval 
station-, at Honolulu, was Instructed 
to close the station unless n satls^c- 
tory explanation was made .wUhlEfc24 
hours. ' ■ ^ 
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Kansas City, Mo.. Oct. 17.— Michael 
Angelo McGInnls, a mathematician, 
whoso ability gained him Interna- 
tional fame, died at a hospital here. 
McGInnls spent the last two months 
of his life as a charity patient 

Macon. Ga., Oct. 17.— Thirty Mercer 
university students and three meln- 
bors of the faculty became seriously 
111 here. It Is thought they are suf- 
fering with ptomaine poisoning from 
food served In the college dormitory 
at night. 

St. Louis, Oct 18.— The St Louis 
franchise of the Southern Traction 
company, a projected Ihterurban line 
promoted In part by William Lorlmer 
and planning a loop at the west end 
of the muni(ilpal bridge, was repealed 
by the upper house of the municipal 
assembly. A repeal measure had 
passed the lower house. 

Memphis, Tenn., Oct 15. — Five men 
employed by the government fleet op- 
posite Memphis were drowned when a 
gasollno boat used to transfer- them 
from the city to the fleet capsized in 
the' middle of the Mississippi river.

WHAT is known ns the oldest Bible In the keeping of the government la 
the volume preserved In tho clprk's offlco of the Supreme court Since 
1800 every chief Justice who took oath used U. with tho exception of Chase. 

All members of this same court are 
sworn In on it, as well as all lawyers 
who try cases beforo this august 
tribunal. 

Daniel Webster, however. Is said 
to be an exception to this rulo, for 
whon the time camo for administer- 
ing tho oath to tho great statesman, 
the clerk of that day, a Mr. Caldwell, 
was so much Impressed by the lame 
of Webster and so anxious to hear 
him begin his speech, that he forgot

As a 'rule, they uso one of their own 
but as thero Is occasionally a time when tho incoming executive forgets tho 
needed volume, tho clerk of tho Supremo court always keeps a new Blblo on 
hand. If this is used. It Is Immediately presented to the wife of tho new 
president. . ''"

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Why Do Tenant Fanners Move 

The past two months.asis usually the 
case in the fall, has marked the sale of 
much farm property in the rural com- 
munitiea of the state and the moving of 
farmers from one farm to another. 
This frequency of moving, or instability 
of occupancy, very likely is one of the 
chief causes for the decline of rural 
prosperity, or is a hindrance to greater 
progress. Frequency of removal of 
farmers is one of the greater causes 
why the roads and bridges are general- 
ly in a poor condition because the farm- 
ers, moving at frequent periods are not 
particularly interested in their upkeep. 
Farm buildings of such farms are not 
usually kept in good repair, as the man 
who is about to move will leave the re- 
pairs for the next tenant to make. The 
same reasons will apply for lack of in- 
terest by the unstable farmer in the 
schools, churches, and general welfare 
of the community, 
^ The U, S. Census Bureau is gather- 
ing statistics on this unsatisfactory 
phase of country life, but so far, ap- 
parently has not made exhaustive in- 
quiry as to the reason WHY these 
farmers move. In our own community 
Buuh an inquiry might throw light upon 
conditions that could be changed for the 
better. This section of the country is 
noted for its open-handed hospitality, 
but are we really as hospitable and as 
neichborly as we believe ourselves to 
be? Let us be honest with ourselves. 
Do we welcome the incoming tenant 
and'try to make him and his family feel 
that;we would like to help them and 
make them permanent members of the 
community? If not let us begin with 
the next new tenants, starting out with 
the idea that we will accept them at 
their own valuation and treat them as 
we would like to bg treated under like 
circumstances. Are our ways, our 
habits, our local laws and regulations 
the sort that would naturally attract 
and what is more important, hold good 
settlers-fill them with the desire to 
buy a farm in this neighborhood? Let 
us stand aside and look at our selves. 
Let us try to get the viewpoint of the 
stranger, and if we are wrong, let us 
about-face. If we are hide-bound and 
aland-offish, let us put the Golden Rule 
in ocerallun. If our ways and habits 
are not what they ought to be. let us 
modify thtm. Let us find out why farm 
tenants move from this locality and 
having learned the cause, remove it.

An Ordinance Regulating 
Vehicles 



Be it ordained by the President and 
Board of Trustees, of the Villace of 
Antioch, Lake County, Illinois. 
Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person operating or driving or 
propelling any motor cycle, automobile 
or other motor vehicle upon or along 
any street, alley or public way in the 
Village of Antioch, to at any lime dis- 
continue the use of the muflfler on any 
BUch motor-cycle, automobile, or motor 
vehicle, while such motor-cycle, auto- 
mobile, or motor vehicle is being oper- 
ated, driven or propelled upon or along 
any street, alley or public way in said 
Village. 

Section 2. Each and every motor- 
cycle, automobile or other motor vehicle 
operated, driven or propelled upon or 
along any street, alley or public way, 
in the Village of Antioch, shall carry 
lighted lamps In a conspicious position 
on such vehicle, both fronfand rear, 
whenever in motion on any street, alley 
or public way in said Village, at any 
time after dusk and before dawn. 

Section 3. Each and every vehicle 
operated, driven, propelled or pulled by 
Bteam, motor, animal or other power 
upon, along or over any street, alley or 
public way in the said Village of 
Antioch, shall, while being so operated, 
driven, propelled or pulled, along, upon 
or over any street alley, or public way 
in the Village, keep at all 
times to the right and in approaching 
end stopping at the curb or edge of 
BUch street, alley or public way shall 
BO approach or stop at such curb or edge 
that the vehicle shall be facedjn the 
direction towards which said vehicle 
was proceeding at the time such ap- 
proach or atop Waa madtf. 

Section 4. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction therefore be fined not 
less than Five ($5.00) dollars nor more 
than One Hundred (.$100) dollars for 
each offence.

Device' to Store Heat, ■ 

An Inventor In Stockholm, Sweden, 
has devised an oleclrlcal apparatui 
for storing heat. 



Tho common belief that air weighs 
nothing— or almost nothing— a belief 
which haa glvon rise, to the smile 
"light as air," needs correction. 

A toy balloon filled with a cubic 
foot of air. weighs 564 grains more 
than the same balloon collapsed. This 
shows that the weight of a cubic foot 
of air Is 564 grains, which Is a good 
deal more' than an ounce. Accord- 
ingly a smoU room (16 by 16 by 10), 
containing 2.250 cubic feet of air, 
would weigh 2,900 ounces or 183.7 
pounds avoirdupois, aa much as a largo 
man. Could you -lift a room full of 

air? 

The air In an automobile tire under 
pressura of 160 pounds a square Inoh 
weighs proporUonally ten times as 
much, while air under the pressure of 
flity atmospheroB weighs '50 times as 
much as an equal volume of ordinary 
air. When air Is llqueOed lU volume 
Is reduced to one sixteen hundredth 
normal, ao thot the Uquld Is 1,000 Umes 
as heavy as gaaoo^w ^^i ^ about as 
heavy as water.".

GERMANS JlflER DESPERATE flGHT

■ aiiont Ib onco moro under Gorman 
occupation. On Saturday and Sun- 
(Jay n Iinrolo effort wna nindo. to 
gafo t'l" *^'^y from Iho confloquenooa 
of a frnnh German vlaltatlon. Tho 
flflht around Mello on Baturdiiy turned 
(0 tlio ndvantaRo of tlio dofondorB, as 
dtd tliat on Sunday. Tho comlmtants 
vprn within 100 yards of ono an- 
olhf^r'B posltlonfl. Hundreds of wound- 
ed wore lylnp unaided and uncarcd for 
]n tho Immediate front of the two oi>- 
poshifr armies. Tho (icrnmns' rlllo 
)lrn diirluK tho night had been con- 
tIniioii«. They flrod on every ono ap- 
proaching their llnea, and did not din- 
criminnto between combatanta and 
nonconibatunts. 

Retreat Decided On. 
"It was a critical moment. There 
T-as not/much timo for renection, and 
nfter a careful review of the altuatlon 
n Kcneral retreat was decided upon. 
Tho Germnns nppoared to bo In sreat 
Btrcntith, but tho defending forco waa 
holding on undlamaycd by the fury of 
iho (lerman infantry aHsauUa. sup. 
ported by heavy artillery. 

"Thero wcro no trains from fihent 
towards tho coast towns, but vehicles 
of every description, from dogcarts 
to ramshncklo horso wnRons, were 
rpqulBitloned. and tho Inhabitants of 
Cheat fled with aomo ahow of confu- 
sion from tho enemy approaching 
their gates. Dy midnight tho last 
citizen who could acrapo toRothor 
money to hlro a vehicle of any kind, 
the last soldier, and a largo proportion 
of the wounded had quitted the city, 
tnking tho road to Bruges and Oa- 
tend. 

"Tho BtreetB of tho city wero si- 
lent and deserted, and tho Hotel do 
Posto. which had been used as a real- 
denco- by tho headquarters Btaff and 
Iho correspondents, was practically 
fmpty. 

Red Croaa Nurses Brave. 
"There are 12 wounded In the ho- 
tol .ittondod !)y two nurses of the Hel- 
glnn Red Cross society, who bravely 
rofuaed to quit their chargoR. even 
when the doctors and stretcher bear- 
ers abandoned their poats and van- 
ished frym Ghent. The wounded were 
la a feverish state of excitement. 
Somehow, tho newa of tho evacuation 
reached their eara, and they Implored 
the nurses to have them transported 
elsewhere, for not one of them rol- 
liihed the Idea of falling wounded Into 
the bands of tho Germans, 

"It was In vain wo sought aid from 
the city authorities, who werci more 
I 'tirt%^^fltotcicd nt tho prospect of 
a M^^^^^rman Incursion. They 
frnnUly said they had no aid to give 
and no doubt tliey were right 

Fear* for Brother. 

"At C a. m. tho wounded were still 
In the hotel, fretting at tho long de- 
lay. Xo vehicle, not even a dog cart, 
was obtainable, and Germans might 
appear at any moment. 

"Ono of tho nurses. Mllo. Ilaerde- 
maker, whoso brother waa severely 
wounded and" was lyhig In the hotel, 
had bravely faced the ordeal of tho 
long night vigil, but now abo began 
o"^iow some signs of tho emotion 
that was racking her sisterly heart 

"When things looked tho blackest, 
Mr. Van Ilee, tho American vice-con- 
sul, brought his automobile to tho ho- 
tel door. He was on his way to Brua- 
sela, and had called for a friend who 
waa to accompany him. 

"Mr. Van Heo Is a big-hearted, sym- 
pathetic American, and when ho heard 
of tho plight of tho wounded, his eyes 
* niled ^-wUh tears. 

"'Bolber nruflaela and o/llclal mis- 
sions.* ho said. *I will never leave 
these poor bt/s to bo taken pris- 
oners by tho Gernmna.' 

*Ho was aa good as his word. In a 
few minutes tho wounded had been 
brought down and the consular car 
made" aeveral trips to tho railway sta- 
tion. Every man was taken away 
from tho hotel and placed on board a 
military tralft which waa In readiness 
to leave for Ostcnd. 

Saves More Wounded. 

"Afterwards Mr. Van Hee took his 
, automobile to tho military hospital 
and carried oft six wounded soUlIors 
whose wounds precluded them from 
walking. They had been carried on 
stretchers", 

"Many of tho wounded left behind 
In tho military hospital who wero 
nblo to walk had earlier In tho morn- 
ing mado a brave attempt to save 
themselves. 

"Some hobbled forth painfully, sup- 
porting tottering limbs with tho aid 
of improvised crutches. Others wore 
liotped along by tho kindly arm of a 
lad or a woman who had como for- 
■ward in answer to the appeal for aid. 
It was a walk of over half a mllo on 
a paved road from the hospital to tho 
railway station. 

"Ono train flllcd with wounded did 
got dway from tho , city bctoro the 
entry of tho Germans, but a second, 
also loaded with brave fellows who

had bled for their country, .was left 
behind and abandoned to' tho enemy. 
"Thero wero no doctors, and but 
few nuraca to assuage tho pain of 
the wounded, and. to odd to tho hor- 
ror of It nil, thero was tho unsympa- 
thetic foe to glo.it over their mlaery, 
and holpIessaesH." 



RELATES HORRORS OF 

SHELLING OF ANTWERP 

tendon.— Henry DIcderleh. the 
United States consul at Antwerp, es- 
caped with hla family from that city 
by motor car. Thla Is hla accwint of 
the botnbardnienL aa told to tbcT Daily 
Chronicle correapondont: 

"For days wo heard tho aound of 
heavy Runflro and wero told of tho 
fall, onu after another, of the outer 
forts. It aoon became apparent that 
nothing could avail against tho great 
German cannon, and In conjunction 
with other neutrals wo endeavored to 
mediate with tho Germans, to spare, 
at any rate, somo^ of tho most valu- 
able buildings of world-wide Interest 
But the negotiations failed to lead to 
a HUccea.sfuI result 

"I had Intended to remain In Ant- 
werp throughout tho bombardment 
which wo saw was now Inevitable, but 
1 waa told to clear out of tho city, oa 
Its destnjctlon was ioevltablo. 

"I did not realize until nlmoaL too 
late the horror which waa coming. 
At 11 o'clock at night wo wore going 
to bod. when wo were roused by 
frightful noises In tho air, reminding 
us of previous visits of a Zeppelin, 

"Soon we realized that the bombard- 
ment had begun, and then I had the 
most horrible experience of my life. 

"I went with my family to the base- 
ment and wo crouched thero all night 
The ahells. falling every few minutes, 
came with a dreadful whlatUng sound, 
followed by a thunder clap of explo. 
alon and collapse of buildings. 

"Opposite the consulate Is the 
}Iomo for Old Folks. Its front was 
torn out by a sholl. Some of the 
debris was scattered over my house, 
and then a shell camo over us, and 
fell on a two-story building, crumpling 
It up entirely and setting It on lire. 

After thla another shell blow out 
the fncado of a house lower down on 
our utreet As tho dawn came we 
wero wearied out and the members 
of my family collapsed utterly from 
fright and the strain. 

"So wo decided to endeavor to leave 
tho city. I succeeded in communicate 
lug with my chauffeur and got my 
car, but I did not know where to go. 
being loft with nothing but what w« 
bad on and exposed evory moment to 
exploding shells. 

"With ray wife and daughter and 
two servants and a refugee's child I 
crossed the pontoon bridge over tho 
Scheldt It took ua four hours to do 
this, the streets being fllled with 
every kind of vehicle and a dense 
crowd of fugitives. The scene waa 
indescribably dreadful, ever>*body be- 
ing moved by tho same desire to, get 
away from tho awful horror. 

"I-'rom Antwerp to Ghent the roada 
are a mass of fleeing humanity. As 
wo left we saw vast volumes of smoke 
arising from Antwerp from the burn- 
ing butldlnga and blazing petroleum 
tnnka. inatead of two hours to Ghent 
It took ua three, owing to the trafflc. 
One of tho German big guns situated 
near Vilvordo and a largo number of 
comparatively smaller guns have 
Joined In the bombardment" 

Big Guns Not Used on City. 

Parla. — The German commander at 
Antwerp says the famous ' lC%-lnch 
guns were not used on the town It: 
self. They would have been uaed. 
however, had the surrender not oc- 
curred when It did. The commandant 
iB aendlng word to Belgian fugitives 
In Holland to return aa soon as possi- 
ble. He said tho German losses are 
trilling. He Insisted that several thou- 
sand English, French and Belgians 
who have been captured wero glad to 
fall Into Gorman hands. 

A Dutch reporter escorted by the 
commandant went through the streets, 
but saw no aign of Belgian life ex- 
cept a few straying dogs. Gorman 
eoldiers wero walking about asking 
their way. Tho town is little diun- 
aged, 

Jews Fight In German Army, 
nomo. — Heretofore, although there 
la no law prohibiting Jews from en- 
tering, no Israelite officer existed In 
the Gorman army. Since thla war be- 
gan, according to nowa received hero, 
more than one hundred arid fifty Jew- 
ish offlccra have boon Joined to the 
Gorman army. 
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Bqrdeaux- — Tho story of how throe 
^French soldiers captured two German 
quick-firers tvnd put to filght two com- 
panies of Gorman Infantry Is related 
'In a Jettor from tho front 
. Two corporals and a private soldier, 
in reconnoltoring, crawled within ten 
yards of the German trenches. Moat 
of the German Boldlers wero away to 
got d|nn)Qr, and the ofhcors wore some 
.dlfttance back of tho guns. 



Costs Britain $55 a Second. 
London. — "This war Is costing the 
country £11 ($55) a second day and 
alght," aald Sidney Webb, well known 
as a political economist in a lecture 
at tho School of Economics and Po- 
litical Science, of which ho was tho 
principal founder. 

Tho three Frenchmen sprang Into 
the trenches and turned the gims on 
the unsuspecting Germans, who fled, 
communicating the panic to two com- 
panies. French artillerymen who had 
been watching tho proceedings then 
opened lire and exterminated, tho Gor> 
mans. 

The same night the two corporali 
woro made second lieutenants and 
tho uoldior was mndo a sergeant ma^ 
Jor OB a reward for their daring.

With one 
(icrord we were about to abandon the 
car and run toward the train when 
Stanley, vhlte as a bheot. but calm and 
with great presence of mind, ahnoat 
ecreamed the order: "Pick up the 
car-r. boys!" 

It seemed useless, but wo htid great 
faith In our young boas. Being In the 
habit of obeying orders, we did pick up 
the car, and at a signal from hlra 
I^Iaccd It on edge against the rock 
bank, Stanley meantime grabbing the 
cxi'loslve.
